In a resumé of the works exhibited, testimony is particularly borne to Austin’s Artificial Stone, as 
a material which “has been proved to be of the most lasting character, if sufficient time is allowed for its 
preparation. As the whole is carefully prepared by hand, and as it is not subject to the contraction and 
alteration of form in the burning to which terra cotta is liable, it has in that respect the advantage.” On the 
same occasion, the Council of the Institute of British Architects remark, that “ the experience of thirty odd 
years proves the durability of Mr. Austin’s stone.”—See the “ Builder” Newspaper, Feb. 23, 1856,
